It would be a good lliliiK both lor ilie snkr 
ol the people and of ilie public jiervanls who 
will finally make the direct decision on our 
participation. There arc some divergent opin- 
ions to be reconciled bctore we can hope to 
talce our place In this United Nations organl- 
. zation. . The sooner they ' are taclcled and 
threshed out, the sooner our government can 
proceed In the assurance that It Is backed by 
unity and good will. 

Some questions have already presented 
themselves; Should the coiisiimilon be 
amended to give treaiy-ralltylng power to a 
simple majority of both branches of congress. 
Instead of to the present two-thirds majority 
of the senate? How much authority 1 
the permanent American member of the Unit- 
ed Nations security council be given? Would 
the use of American troops In an IntcrnnLion- 
al armed action against nn aggressor reoiiire 
a formal American declaration of war. or 
would it be regarded simply as a "piiiuiive 
action"? 

These are only a start. And there would 
probably be plenty of acrimonious c- 
calllng in these and later dlscusslon.s. But a 
■ lot of bitterness might be avoided If. beintc 
the discussions started, responsible spades- 
men for various .schools of thought would de- 
fine some terms heard frequently now. 

For instance, what precLsely does the Duiu- 
barton Oaks agreement mean by "pc 
loving state.*!." to which mcmbcr.shlp In the 
United Nations Is limllcd? Does ■■pcace-lnv- 
Ing;" refer to popular sentiment or pr( 
government policy? Does "slate" mean 
people organized under a governmonl, or the 
government Itself? 

And what is the "sovereignty" which ; 
Americans Insist must not be sacrificed to unv 
international organization? Is It the sc 
elgnty that our own states have sacrificed to 
the union In defense, foreign relations, and a 
host of other matters? Or is It "the power that 
determines and administers the government," 
held, according to dictionary definition, "In 
the body of enfranchised citizens"? 

And what Is meant by the people who say 
"We believe In America first." First in what? 
First for what? 

Lasting peace Is every American's hope. Its 
preservation is his concern. The best way to 
that preservation wUI not be found In cryptic 
credos, vague warnings, enthusiastic general- 
ities. 

We must know what we are talking about 
before we try to make Intelligent recommen- 
dations. And for that we need some explicit 
definitions from spokesmen for the several 
shades of American opinion.
